I recently discovered additional documents that may be responsive to your request, but I am 
requesting an extension of two weeks because the documents require evaluation by personnel 
having the necessary competence and discretion to determine if they are exempt from disclosure 
under Section 7 of the Freedom of Information Act or should be revealed only with appropriate 
deletions. 

If you consider this extension request to be a denial of your FOIA request, you have the right to 
have the denial of your request reviewed by the Public Access Counselor (PAC) at the Office of 
the Illinois Attorney General. 5 ILCS 140/9.5(a). You can file your Request for Review with the 
PAC by writing to:
